“The Illustrated Medical and Health 
Encyclopedia discusses in simple language 
the diseases that affect mankind, some of 
the more important symptoms that occur 
in disease, some of the methods that are 
employed in the treatment of disease, and 
the methods by which disease is spread 
and prevented.” According to the Intro- 
duction it sets out to be a “comprehen- 
sive, authoritative, outspoken” and up-to- 
date reference work for the home and 
family. The verso of the title page states 
that it “contains new entries and illus- 
trations plus material from The Modern 
Home Medical Advisor,’ (1935-1956) “and 
The Popular Medical Encyclopedia, re- 
vised and enlarged edition,” (1946-1956), 
both published by Doubleday and Com- 
pany, Inc. 

Modern Home Medical Adviser (Edited 
by Morris Fishbein, M.D., new rev. ed., 
Garden City, New York: Garden City 
Books, c1956) consists of 34 chapters, or 
monographs, written by. physicians and 
specialists, including Dr. Fishbein himself, 


on such large topics as allergy, diet, arthri- 
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tis, care of mothers before and after child- 
birth, cancer, diabetes, infancy, kidney 
diseases, first aid, old age, mental and 
nervous diseases, heart disease, and choice 
of physician. The name of each author is 
printed at the head of the article. There 
are illustrations and a large, detailed in- 
dex. The Popular Medical Encyclopedia, 
by Morris Fishbein, M.D. (Garden City: 
Doubleday and Company, Inc., 1956) is a 
quick reference book of specific topics 
arranged alphabetically, two columns to 
the page, sparsely illustrated, with no 
index. This volume was reviewed in the 
Subscription Books Bulletin, April 1954. 
The new encyclopedia is a merging of 
these two works, plus a number of new 
articles printed in a double-column for- 
mat, with many new illustrations and cap- 
tions, and old drawings enlarged. The ar- 
rangement is alphabetical, A-Z, as in The 
Popular Medical Encyclopedia. There are 
lists of medical combining forms, pre- 
and suffixes in volume one. The 
monographs from the Modern 
Medical Adviser have been in-

serted as nearly as possible in alphabeti- 


cal order after the unsigned article on the 
same subject from The Popular Medical 
Encyclopedia. For example, there are two 
articles on cancer, two on deficiency dis- 
eases, kidney diseases, and diabetes. One 
article is in the double column text from 
The Popular Medical Encyclopedia, and 
the other is in the regular page format of 
the Modern Home Medical Adviser. An 
elaborate system of analytical cross ref- 
erences connects the two types of article. 
“At the end of each [alphabetical] entry, 
where pertinent, there is a list of cross- 
references to the articles written by these 
specialists. These give 
the name of the articles under which you 
may find the specialists’ discussion of the 
topic... . ” To combine the explanation 
in the Introduction, we may take the ex- 
ample under Abdominal Pain. “At the 
end of this entry you will see cross-refer- 
ences to all the places where the specialists 
in their articles speak of abdominal pain, 
in connection with the following: 
Abdominal Pain—appenditicis: See ar- 


cross- references 
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ticle Digestion and Digestive Diseases. 

Abdominal Pain—dysentery: See article 
Transmissible Diseases. 

Abdominal Pain—indigestion, acute: 
See article Digestion and Digestive 
Diseases. 

Abdominal Pain—sign of beginning la- 
bor: See Birth, article Care of 
Mothers before and after Childbirth. 

You therefore know exactly where to turn 
to find out what the specialists have to 
say about abdominal pain.” Throughout 
the set, this type of analytical see refer- 
ence leads the reader from the alphabetical 
topics to the signed monographs that 
elaborate the topic, either in other vol- 
umes or on the following pages. Some 
alphabetical entries end with voluminous 
see references to the signed monographs. 
Among these are cancer, kidneys, heart, 
skin, and diabetes. The references do not 
cite pages; they merely lead one to the 
pertinent article. 

The publisher states that the work “is 
not intended to substitute in any way for 
care by a physician. When remedies are 
mentioned, dosages and methods of use 
are not supplied. Self-diagnosis is 
dangerous.” 

The Illustrated Medical and Health En- 
cyclopedia contains a large number of 
photographs, drawings, diagrams, and 
charts, with explanatory captions, of the 
body, disease processes, operations, hy- 
giene, and medical care in general. The 
publisher states that “extreme care has 
been taken to avoid the use of illustra- 
tions that might tend to shock the reader 
or give offense to any religious group. 
Thus, in illustrating the various topics 
under pregnancy, we have avoided the 
use of sketches that tend to confuse one 
unfamiliar with anatomy. We also re- 
frained from the use of obstetrical photo- 
graphs not intended for the lay reader.” 
Photographs from the collection of Dick- 
inson-Bellskie anatomical models have 
been used to illustrate the pregnancy and 
birth material. Many of the illustrations 
are new; others are relocated in different 
spots or enlarged from their former size. 
The anatomical color plates at the front 
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of volume 1 are taken from the Modern 
Home Medical Adviser. 

In an effort to ascertain how much old 
material was retained and how much new 
was added to the set, three volumes of 
Illustrated Medical and Health Encyclo- 
pedia were compared with The Popular 
Medical Encyclopedia. Volume 1, ABD- 
BLA, volume 4, EAR-HAI, and volume 6, 
LOS-PRE of the Illustrated Medical and 
Health Encyclopedia reproduced 110 arti- 
cles intact from The Popular Medical En- 
cyclopedia; 115 articles verbatim, but with 
new see references; 66 articles verbatim, 
but with new text and/or new illustrations 
added, some of them also with new see ref- 
ences; 106 articles were entirely new, that 
is, not in The Popular Medical Encyclo- 
pedia. The 13 chapters from the Modern 
Home Medical Adviser interspersed alpha- 
betically were not counted among the new 
entries. It can be seen from these statistics 
that there is a considerable amount of new 
text and illustrative material that was not 
in the old Popular Medical Encyclopedia. 
The amount of text deleted was negligi- 
ble. The comparison also showed that the 
material taken over from The Popular 
Medical Encyclopedia was not rewritten 
or revised internally; updating was done 
by adding paragraphs, substituting new 
illustrations, and adopting the analytical 
see reference device. 

The Modern Home Medical Adviser was 
compared with the contents of the new 
set. All 34 chapters were found in the 
Illustrated Medical and Health Encyclo- 
pedia, the text being reproduced practical- 
ly verbatim. The greatest change is in the 
illustrations: old drawings and _ photo- 
graphs were deleted, many new photo- 
graphs with large captions were substi- 
tuted, and some old drawings were en- 
larged; in some cases, illustrations were 
moved to other spots. The 
amply provided with visual 
only chapter containing considerable 
change is Sex Hygiene. A number of 
pages relating to marriage, birth control, 
and sexual practices were deleted from 
this chapter. A paragraph on the ideal 
family was added.

Four new names were added to the list 
of collaborators incorporated from the 
Modern Home Medical Adviser. The list 
of collaborating physicians and specialists 
is an impressive one. Only articles taken 
over from the Modern Home Medical Ad- 
viser are signed. It was noted that, in the 
new work, the word “late” was omitted 
from the statement of academic position of 
four of the collaborators. Search showed 
that these four died several years before 
publication of the new set. 

Examination showed examples of loose 
editing and poor organization. The system 
of tying together the specific entries in 
the double column format with the mono- 


graphs helped to create much of this 
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trouble, because the latter discuss many 
topics. It is difficult to accomplish satis- 
factory analytical cross-indexing without 
a final detailed index. 

There are two different articles for 
German measles, one under German 
Measles or Rubella (with see also refer- 
ence to Infections and Immunity) and 
one under Measles, German (with cross 
references to the two infectious disease 
morographs from Modern Home Medical 
Adviser). The two texts say about the 
same thing, although one is much longer 
than the other. Arthritis, volume 1, p.161, 
says: “Vaccines have been developed 
which are supposed to be useful. 
Their use seems to be still experimental. 
A number of patients are reported to have 
been benefited by such treatment. .. .” 
On p.172, in the arthritis monograph, we 
read: “Use of vaccines or tonics has now 
been largely replaced by other types of 
treatment which are more likely to be of 
benefit.” Old Age says “See Senescence,” 
but immediately following is the mono- 
graph Old Age, and after this a new entry 
Older People, with see references to other 
citations, including Senescence. Both Old 
Age and Senescence discuss symptoms 
and processes of aging, but neither de- 
scribes the new trends in geriatrics. Nor 
does the brief entry Geriatrics. The new 
entry Aging does not lead to Senescence. 
Senescence refers to Old Age and other 
headings, but not to Aging. Degenerative 
Changes, a brief entry, refers to Aging, 
Arteriosclerosis, Hardening of the Arter- 
ies, Senescence, but not to Old Age. Vita- 
mins is a rather inadequate article with 
many references to other topics, yet 
neglects reference to Thiamin Deficiency, 
Riboflavin Deficiency, Pantothenic Acid 
Deficiency, Beriberi, and Scurvy. Cross 
references at the end of Vitamins con- 
tain entries for both Ascorbic Acid and 
Vitamin C. There is a separate article 
under Vitamin C, but none under Ascor- 
bic Acid. Vitamins states the American 
Medical Association’s refusal to accept 
the value of Vitamin A as an anti-infec- 
tive agent, while Deficiency Diseases is 
less definite, saying that Vitamin A is to 


be considered anti-infective by reason of 
its maintenance of epithelial integrity, but 
that its power to cure actual infection is 
questionable. “Attempts to show it as a 
cold preventive are not convincing.” This 
duplication of similar subject matter un- 
der both Vitamins and Deficiency Dis- 
eases is an excellent example of the need 
of rewriting and better editing. Hyperten- 
sion discusses new drugs for lessening 
tension and lowering pressure, but not 
tranquilizers specifically. Anti-Hyperten- 
sives, a new entry, repeats this material. 
The monograph Blood Pressure discusses 
drugs for hypertension, but so does the 
article Blood Pressure, High, which men- 
tions tranquilizers. The last named article 
has no see references to Hypertension, 
Anti-Hypertensives, or to Blood Pressure. 
Thus, there are four places for this ma- 
terial. Infantile Paralysis does not contain 
a cross reference to the new article Salk 
Vaccine, in another volume—surely a 
serious omission. Many other cases of 
loose editing were observed. 

An unevenness in updating of subject 
matter was detected. While many new 
articles of current interest have been 
added, many old ones have been retained 
intact from the older volumes. New arti- 
cles include Open Heart Surgery, Psycho- 
somatic Medicine, Radiation Sickness, 
Radioactive Iodine, Resuscitation (giving 
information on the Holger method), and 
Deafness (illustrating the new spectacle- 
hearing aid), but there are no entries 
for psychiatry, psychoanalysis, hypnosis, 
Asian Flu, physical therapy, physical 
medicine, viruses, antispasmodics, and Rh 
factor. The latter material is found under 
Blood Types. There is nothing on natural 
childbirth and “rooming-in.” Neither 
diabetes article speaks of orinase. Tuber- 
culosis mentions recent drugs and de- 
scribes the changing pattern in the disease, 
but its statistical curve ends about 1948, 
and the tentative curve goes to 1960; the 
latest figure on its map is 1954. The latest 
date under Birth Rate is 1954. Babies, 
Premature, says: “In the city of Chicago 
4 per cent of 97,000 babies born alive in 
1936 and 1937 were reported prematurely 
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born.” Tranquilizing Drugs is a briet sur- 
vey which needs to give more basic ex- 
planations. 

The monograph Nervous and Mental 
Disorders, volume 6, on _ p.1427, says: 
“Modern psychiatry has new technics like 
the insulin shock and metrazol shock 
treatments. . . . Similarly electric shock to 
the brain has been tried. One of the latest 
technics is the removal of a portion of the 
frontal lobe of the brain for depressive 
forms of insanity. All of these methods are 
still highly experimental and should be 
used only by experts working in institu- 
tions.” The encephalograph is called a 
“new apparatus.” Knowledge has moved 
a long way since this was written. Psycho- 
therapy and psychoanalysis are discussed 
on p.1423, in the manner of some ten years 
ago; new drug therapies and hypnosis are 
not mentioned. The article Mental Depres- 
sion speaks only of Meretran and am- 
phetamine as mood elevators. Mental 
Diseases gives no reference to a previous 
monograph, contains no note on new drug 
therapies and speaks of insulin, metrazol, 
and electric shock and psychosurgery as 
recent developments. 

Drugs, New ends with the year 1954/55. 
The sulfa drugs are considered as new 
remedies under Gangrene. Under Corti- 
sone: “All of this work is so new, how- 
ever, that it is quite impossible to say how 
permanent some of these improvements 
may be or the ultimate changes in the 
body that may result from long continued 
use of these hormones.” We now know 
much more about this. The article refers 
to Internal Secreting or Endocrine Glands, 
but not to the monograph Endocrinology, 
which covers both cortisone and ACTH. 
The possible bad reactions and contrain- 
dications of the two are told briefly in 
Allergy. The two separate articles Anti- 
biotics and Antibiotics and Sulfonamides 
do not cite newer attitudes in the use of 
antibiotics, although the latter does men- 
tion that some people are allergic to peni- 
cillin. Rheumatoid Arthritis warns of bad 
side effects of cortisone and ACTH, but 
the rheumatoid arthritis material under 


Arthritis, volume 1, says nothing of this.

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Neither mentions use of antispasmodics to 
relieve pain and discomfort, nor does the 
monograph Arthritis, Rheumatism and 
Gout. The latter monograph says that 
dosage of cortisone and ACTH is highly 
individualized and when carefully super- 
vised, the patient can proceed with con- 
fidence. The entry Osteoarthritis does not 
describe use of physical therapy and anti- 
spasmodics. 

A final example: the Births, Multiple 
entry leaves the Dionne quintuplets at the 
age of fifteen years, while the Morlock 
quadruplets of Lansing, Michigan, “were 
well-grown children in 1945.” Other ex- 
amples of time lag could be cited. 

The Encyclopedia is advertised as avail- 
able in two sizes: a four-volume set at 
$19.50, and an eight-volume set at $49.95. 
It was the eight-volume set that was ex- 
_amined. 

The set is bound in Sturdite, tan and 
maroon, with gold stamping on front cover 
and spine; smyth sewed, reinforced with 
head and foot bands. The work is printed 
in legible type by offset on medium quality 
paper. The publisher’s circular claims 
1,500 black-and-white illustrations, in ad- 
dition to the four color plates in volume 1. 
The gold stamping of the set examined has 
already begun to rub off the spine. While 
the sewing is quite strong and sturdy, the 
inner margins are so close that it would 
be practically impossible to rebind a vol- 
ume. 

There is indeed a great amount of in- 
formation in this encyclopedia; there are 
many illustrations and drawings and many 
new articles that were not in the two older 
works. Yet it cries out for careful re-edit- 
ing, perhaps a glossary and final analyti- 
cal index, and for considerable rewriting. 
This is a hybrid product. There is no justi- 
fication for having two separate articles on 
a number of subjects, some of which do 
not always agree or have the same em- 
phasis, or for having two, three, or four 
‘places to look for information on a single 
The material in the 
monographs needs to be merged into the 
regular alphabetical entries and the whole 
made uniform in format.

Subject Collections: A Guide to Special 
Book Collections and Subject Emphases 
as Reported by University, College, 
Public and Special Libraries in the 
United States, the Territories, and 
Canada. Compiled by Lee Ash. New 
York, R. R. Bowker Company, 1958. xiv, 
476p. 27cm. $15. 

Subject Collections is a new publication 
which may be considered a supplement to 
the twenty-first edition of American 
Library Directory, since it is an expansion 
of the “Index to Special Collections” for- 
merly a part of the Directory. Future edi- 
tions will appear as companion volumes to 
the American Library Directory on a 
triennial schedule. Lee Ash, the compiler, 
has served as librarian of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace and 
as editor of Library Journal. 

The estimated 17,000 entries are based 
upon a compilation of the results of a 
questionnaire sent to libraries at the same 
time as that for the 1957 edition of the 
American Library Directory. The state- 
ment accompanying the questionnaire did 
not attempt to define a “special collection,” 
but asked the libraries to give “as full in- 
formation as possible about the special 
subject collections and _ subject 
phases . ” in their institutions. Many 
special collections are not represented be- 
cause of the failure of the library to fill in 
the questionnaire. Other collections are 


em- 


not represented because some libraries did 
not supply complete lists of their special- 
ized holdings. 

Intentionally excluded from this volume 
are the special collections of the Library 
of Congress, local history and local gen- 
ealogy collections, and many medical 
libraries and collections in 
nursing. Although law collections are de- 
scribed on approximately 11 two-column 
pages, there attempt to

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achieve complete coverage, and smaller 
county law libraries have been excluded. 
Field libraries of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture and teachers col- 
lege professional libraries also have not 
been listed. 

Collections are arranged alphabetically 
by subject headings derived primarily 
from Sears List of Subject Headings. 
“With future usefulness in mind Sears was 
chosen because of its wide application in 
small and medium sized libraries. . . .”— 
Preface. The use of such broad headings 
as Rare Books, Science, and Literature in 
a work of this nature, however, is ques- 
tionable. Under each subject heading, 
libraries are arranged by state, city, and 
name, similar to the practice of the Amer- 
ican Library Directory. Thus, under Chess, 
Holy Cross Abbey Library, Canon City, 
Colorado precedes Centre College of Ken- 
tucky, Danville, Kentucky. See and see 
also references add to the usefulness of 
the work, although there are some blind 
see also’s. 

Entries give the name and address of 
the library, the name of the librarian or 
curator, if supplied, and the number of 
volumes. The acquisitions budget, if given, 
is listed. In many cases, figures are en- 
closed in parentheses to indicate a total 
budget which includes the special collec- 
tion and cannot be used to determine the 
allotment toward its growth. Parallel lines 
(//) following the number of volumes or 
the budget figure are used to indicate that 
the collection is not being added to. Other 
information given in some entries in- 
dicates whether the collection is cataloged, 
and whether the collection includes manu- 
scripts, maps, pictures, or slides. Notes 
explain special features or emphases of 
the collection and limitations on use. 
Potentially useful information not sup- 
plied in this work includes the date of 
founding of the collection and reproducing 
facilities. 

Subject Collections is the first published 
guide to special collections in American 
libraries. (American Library Resources, 
compiled by Robert B. Downs, Chicago: 
American Library Association, 1951, is 


essentially a bibliography of biblio- 
graphies.) A comparison of the entries 
showing libraries holding material con- 
cerning Hart Crane, Edward Arlington 
Robinson, and Walt Whitman in the bib- 
liography volume of Robert E. Spiller et 
al, Literary History of the United States 
(New York: Macmillan, 1948) was made 
with the comparable entries in Subject 
Collections. The latter seems to list the 
significant holdings, contains many addi- 
tional listings not in the Literary History, 
and does not list some institutions men- 
tioned in the Literary History. Omissions 
are unavoidable in a work depending en- 
tirely upon questionnaires, but the neces- 
sity for using other directories as an ad- 
junct to Subject Collections should be 
noted. 

The volume is clearly printed and stur- 
dily bound in buckram; it should with- 
stand heavy use and should present no 
rebinding problems. 

Although many of the intentional omis- 
sions, such as the holdings of the Library 
of Congress, are to be regretted, Subject 
Collections accomplishes its purpose of 
being a useful guide to special collections 
in American libraries. It is, therefore, rec- 
ommended as an essential reference work 
for college, special, and public libraries.

Films 


These reviews are compiled by the A.L.A. 
Office for Adult Education, with the coopera- 
tion of the A.L.A. Audio-Visual Committee, 
in an effort to encourage wider and better use 
of films by public libraries. The films are 
selected on the basis of technical quality, 
imaginative narration and treatment of sub- 
ject, authenticity, and achievement of pur- 
pose; point of view and use in the community 
are also noted. This month the films have 
been reviewed by Ida Goshkin, Akron (Ohio) 
Public Library; and Norman B. Moore, Roch- 
ester (New York) Public Library. All films 
are 16mm sound and are black and white 
unless otherwise indicated. 


Assignment: India. Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica Films. 1958. 57min. $300. 

An excellent film about India and its prob- 
lems. Chester Bowles acts as guide and nar- 
rator and gives insight into India and its 
people. Directing his comments to USS. citi- 
zens he points out the American heritage of 
freedom, as exemplified in his home town of 
Essex, Connecticut, and draws parallels be- 
tween the Indian and American revolutions. 
The spirit of Gandhi pervades the film and it 
is shown that the spiritual legacy left by 
Gandhi is the source of Indian inner strength. 
Although there are some shots of the com- 
monly shown picturesque parts of Delhi, there 
are also shots that reveal the effects of pover- 
ty, ignorance, and oppression in India. Later 
sequences demonstrate the changes in sanita- 
tion and education achieved in some villages 
in a few years. In an interview, Nehru tells 
stories about Gandhi, voices his own phi- 
losophy of economic progress with justice and 
through democratic government; other inter- 
views reveal the points of view of a news- 
paper editor, educators, and young people. At 
the close the question is raised as to India’s 
ability to survive the competition of its neigh- 
bors, Red China and Russia. The film is highly 
recommended for adults and young people. 


Beginning responsibility: books and their 
care. Coronet. 1959. 11min. $60; color, $110. 


This is a simple film encouraging the reading, 
buying, and careful use of books. The points 
are demonstrated in the story of Bobby who 
goes to a bookstore with his grandmother to 
buy a book. She lets him select the one he 
wants and he buys The world of Pooh. When 
he shows it to his family, his father teaches 
him how to open the book and where to keep 
it safe from younger children and pets. Bob- 
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by takes the book to school to read and is 
commended by the teacher. The care of books 
is again urged when a badly battered book is 
shown and when a book that is dropped is 
immediately taken to the teacher to be 
mended. The presentation and tempo make 
the film useful in elementary school libraries 
or in public libraries working with visiting 
elementary classes. It can also be used with 
parents and teachers. Mildred Batchelder, 
executive secretary of the Children’s Serv- 
ices Division, American Library Association, 
served as consultant for the film. 


Dance your own way. Department of Vis- 
ual Communication, University Extension, 
University of California, Los Angeles. 
1959. 10min. color, $110. 

An introduction to creative dancing for chil- 
dren urges children to find rhythm in music 
and to “dance their own way.” The teacher in 
the film guides a small group by dancing with 
them and then letting them perform singly, 
in couples, and as a group. Different types of 
strongly accepted music are used and each 
child finds his own pattern and feeling in the 
music although some of the children are a 
bit self-conscious and try too hard to find 
the pattern for themselves. The California 
hills make a pleasing background for the ac- 
tion. The film is suggestive to teachers and 
parents of ways to encourage creative dancing 
and since the narration seems to be addressed 
to the children, they too will benefit by seeing 
it. May be too expensive for many general 
public library collections. 


Exploring by satellite. Delta Film Pro- 
ductions, 7238 W. Touhy Ave., Chic. 48. 
1958. 28min. $120; color, $240. 


In connection with the recent International 
Geophysical Year and the international race 
to launch satellites into orbit, this film is of 
great current interest. It documents the basic 
assembly of a satellite, describing the purposes 
of the various engines and the fuels used to 
launch and propel the separate stages. Espe- 
cially interesting is the construction and con- 
tents of the 17-pound payload of instruments 
and their purposes and the type of data re- 
ceived here on earth. The film contains foot- 
age from films taken of satellite launchings at 
Cape Canaveral, Florida, thus providing a 
vivid account of a most dramatic event. Also 
shown is the work of Operations Minitrack 
and Moonwatch and of the Vanguard Com- 
puting Center engaged in receiving informa- 
tion and tracking the course of the satellite. 
Much information concerning space explora- 
tion and of outer space is given, based on the 
behavior and data received from successfully 
launched satellites. A film of general interest 
for a wide range of audiences. 


Rescue breathing. American Film Produc- 
ers, 1600 Broadway, N.Y. 1958. 21min. 
$110; color, $200. 


The film gives a very fine demonstration of 


the techniques of mouth-to-mouth or mouth- 
to-nose methods of resuscitation. Several lab- 
oratory experiments are re-enacted to show 
that rescue breathing is a more certain emer- 
gency source of lifesaving than that obtained 
through manual methods of artificial respira- 
tion. Also shows how unconscious victims 
may be saved from drowning, overdoses of 
drugs, electric shock, gas asphyxiation, and 
chest injuries by employing rescue breathing 
methods. Approved by the American Red 
Cross and other national rescue, health, and 
safety organizations, the film is of value to 
adolescent and adult audiences. 


World in a marsh. McGraw-Hill. 
22min. color, $250. 


An excellent close-up of life in the swampy 
places with surface and underwater photo- 
graphs and reproduction of sounds portraying 
the struggle for survival and the endless 
cycle of birth and death. Seen are water lilies, 
cattails, and other wild flora, water beetles, 
muskrats, turtles, snails, snakes, swamp spar- 
rows, sandpipers, and wild ducks that feed 
on smaller animals. Also shown is the mating 
of the bullfrogs, the egg-laying process of 
underwater newts, and the emergence of a 
nymph from its husk to become a dragonfly. 
Beautiful photography, a good script, and fine 
background music make this a production 
that can be recommended for adults and 
young people. The cost, however, may limit 
its purchase.
